Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

On the 26th March, 1964, a disgruntled Head Constable of 
Mathura District went into the office of the Superintendent 
of Police, Mathura and shot the Superintendent of Police 
with a .410 musket. Thereafter he entered the adjoining 
room and shot and killed Sub-Inspector, Shri Nathu Ram 
Sharma who tried to overpower him. After firing 
another shot at the Superintendent of Police, the Head Cons- 
table tried to escape but Constable Raghubir Prasad grappled 
with him and prevented him from using his weapon again. 
The assailant, dragged Raghubir Prasad to a considerable 
distance and in his efforts to escape bit him severely. Cons- 
table Raghubir Prasad however hung on to the murderer till 
he was overpowered. 

Constable Raghubir Prasad exhibited great devotion to 
duty and conspicuous courage in tackling single handed an 
armed man who had just killed two officers.

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awdrded. 

On the 25th September, 1965, information was received 
about the presence of two notorious dacoits, Jahar Singh and 
Mawasia Gola, in the Bajra fields near river Kunwari. Police 
parties were detailed to intercept the dacoits. At about 1645 
hours one of the police parties was suddenly fired upon by 
the dacoits from very close range. Undeterred by the sudden 
attack, the police party continued its advance and when it 
was quite close to the dacoits, Mawasia Gola tried to escape 
by breaking through the police cordon, but was shot down 
by the police. Soon after the other dacoit Jahar Singh was 
noticed hiding in the Bajra fields. A small group of police- 
men under the command of Subedar Ghuraiya was sent to 
intercept the dacoit. When this group came face to face with 
Jahar Singh, Constable Ram Charan rushed at the dacoit 
with a view to disarming him. The dacoit, however, kicked 
the Constable as a result of which he fell down in severe 
pain. Subedar Ghuraiya grappled with the dacoit. In the 
hand to hand fight, the dacoit bit the Subedar on the hands 
and fingers and endeavoured to shoot him. Subedar Ghuraiva 
held on grimly but eventually the dacoit managed to dis- 
engage himself and was shot dead while trying to escape.

6. Subject to the control and direction of the Board, the 
Executive Committee will be competent to deal with any 
matter within the competence of the Board. 

7. The Executive Committee or the Board may appoint 
Sub-committees to deal with different aspects of the pro- 
gramme of cooperative farming. The Sub-committees may 
co-opt for specific purposes persons who have expert know- 
ledge of the problem or appropriate field experience. 

8. The Board shall meet at least once in six months. The 
Executive Commiltee and the Sub-committees, may meet as 
often as necessary. 

9. In addition to attending meetings of the Board, the 
Executive Committee and the Sub-committee, the members 
may visit cooperative farming societies and training centres 
connected with cooperative farming so as to obtain an 
intimate knowledge of their working and suggest improve- 
ments wherever necessary. 

10. A person who is appointed as a member of tho Board 
in his ex-officio capacity or as the holder of a particular 
office shall automatically cease to be a member of the Board 
if he ceases to be ex-officio holder of the office or appoint- 
ment as the case may be. All casual vacancies shall be 
filled in consultation with the authority or body which 
nominated the member whose place falls vacant,
